W hite, the first witness in the Lorim er 
election inquiry, was heard by the sen­ 
ate 
committee 
investigating 
the 
charges of bribery and corruption in i 
the election of the junior senator from 
iilionis. 
A fter hours of argument by 
the opposing counsel the committee 
left undetermined the question of the j 
adm issibility of testimony relative to 
the alleged “ jack pot,” a fund for the 
payment of legislators voting for or j 
against bills pending before the I Hi- j 
nois general assembly. 
Attorney Alfred S. Austrian, repre­ 
senting the Chicago Tribune, which is 
pushing the charges against the elec­ 
tion of Senator 
Lorimer, contended 
vigorously that the alleged partlcipa- j 
Hon of legislators who voted for Sena­ 
tor Lorim er in the spoils of the so­ 
called 
jack 
pot 
was 
pertinent 
and 
necessary in the investigation of the 
charges of the use of the 
corrupt 
methods and practices in the election 
of Senator Lorim er as showing a gen­ 
eral corruption of the legislature, of 
which the election of the senator un­ 
der tire was an integral part. 


Opposed by Lorimer's Attorney. 


Attorney Elbridge Henecy, counsel 
for Senator Lorim er, stoutly opposed 
the admission of testimony relative to 
bribes which might have been paid to 
or received by legislators for their 
votes 
on 
legislative 
matters 
apart 
from the election cf a United States 
senator. 
On the strict understanding that the 
action 
was not to be considered a 
precedent admitting the whole jack 
pot subject, Chairman Burrows per­ 
mitted 
W itness 
W hite 
to 
answer 
some of the questions touching on the 
funds which have been referred to as 
the "jack pot.” 
Representative W hite declared that 
ne was met in the St. Louis hotel by 
Representative Robert E W ilson, also 
Democratic representative, who paid 
nim $900 as his share of the jack pot. j 
W hite detailed his meeting with other 
Democratic 
legislators 
in 
W ilson’s 
room, and testified that the payment 
was made to him in the bathroom by 
W ilson, who before that had conferred 
with another of the legislators in the 
same bathroom. 
His testimony was 
essentially the same as given by him 1 
in the two trials of Lee O’Neil Browne • 
on the charge of bribery. 
The committee would not permit the 
witness at this time to relate conger- j 
sations, which he said he had with 
Representative Joseph Clark of Van­ 
dalia relative to a third representa­ 
tive, Michael Link, touching the brib- | 
cry payments, the ruling being pre- j 
ceded by a spirited clash between the 
opposing counsel. 


BUMPER CORN CPOP ASSURED 


Late Rains Helped That in Wiscon­ 
sin. 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 27.— Evidence 
that corn will be a bumper crop piles 
up as reports come in from various 
sections of the state. 
The cutting of the crop has been 
started in many fields and husking 
will soon begin. 
Recent rains helped 
the crop. 
The stalks are unusually 
heavy and farmers are assured of' a: 
abundant supply of fodder, which is 
especially desired on account of the 
short 
hay 
crop. 
The 
rains 
have 
wrought a great transformation in the 
fields. 
Throughout the dairy section 
in Central W isconsin there is now an 
abundance of grass, 
which 
in 
less 
than two months has caused an in­ 
crease in the m ilk supply of over 50 
per cent 
Beets are growing rapidly and prom­ 
ise a fair crop. 
The beet sugar fac­ 
tories at Madison and at Janesville 
witi start about the middle of Octo 
lier. 
Late potatoes have been saved 
by the rains. 
Tobacco is two weeks later than the 
average year’s crop as a result of un 
favorable replanting weather and con 
ditions in the spring. 
Dry weather at 
resetting 
time 
has 
made 
the crop 
short of yield. 
It is predicted that 
about 85 per cent of the entire plant 
ing 
will be harvested in this 
belt 
Aoout 70 per cent 
now in the sheds 
rains having given the harvest a set 
back. 
Field 
buying 
is 
proceeding 
quietly and about one-third of the crop 
is said to be under contract.

OPPONENTS HARD AT WORK 


Endeavoring to Prevent Gaynor’s Se­ 
lection by Democratic Convention. 


Rochester, N. Y., Sept. 27.— The op­ 
ponents of M ayor Gaynor devoted the 
day to preparation for the struggle 
against his selection for the head of 
the 
Democratic 
state ticket, 
which 
now seems likely to be the distin­ 
guishing feature of the two days re­ 
maining before the convention. 
The extent of this opposition is dif­ 
ficult to define. 
Friends of Jam es S. 
havens 
declare 
that 
it covers the 
western half of the state, and some of 
the 
more 
enthusiastic 
assert 
that 
there is no real demand for the may­ 
or’s nomination outside of New York. 
At present the Havens men head the 
anti-Gaynor forces. 
The opponents of Gaynor, it is said, 
w ill urge upon Charles F. Murphy, the 
Tam m any Hall leader, and others that 
it w ill be dangerous to depend too far 
upon the popular sentiment in Gay­ 
nor’s favor engendered by his attempt­ 
ed assassination; 
that but for this 
sympathy Judge Gaynor 
would 
not 
have his present lead for the nomina­ 
tion, and that it is not strong enough 
to weather the strain of a hard cam- 
peign.

Communication From the Vice Presi­

Brought About Through Trickery. 


Saratoga,

2/.— By 
a 
vote of 22 to 15, the Republican state 
committee at a special meeting reaf­ 
firmed its se le ctio n of Vice President 
Snerm an over Theodore Roosevelt as 
temporary chairm an of the state con­ 


vention. 
This action, a victory for the old 
guard, was taken after Vice President 
Jam es S. Sherm an had created a sen­ 
sation with a letter asking that the 
committee investigate the charge that 
his selection as temporary chairman 
was brought about through trickery 
and stating that if the charges were 
substantiated he would not serve. 
After 
a 
heated 
argument 
lasting 
nearly two hours, in which the lead­ 
ers of both the old guard and the pro­ 
gressives 
gave 
sharp 
expression 
of 
their convictions, the com m its e by a 
vote of 32 to lo resolved, "T hat Mr. 
Sherm an be informed that his selec- j 
tion was made without misrepresenta­ 
tion as an answer to his letter.'' 
I he committee had scarcely gone 
into session when Chairman NY oodruff 
announced that he had a letter from 
Vice 
President 
Sherm an, 
which 
he 
read. 
The letter follows: 


No Ambition to Preside. 


“ M y Dear Governor Woodruff— As 
you know, I had no ambition to pre­ 
side over the state convention. 
As 
you also know. I was asked to preside 
not alone because I was part of tin* 
Taft 
administration, but because 
it 
was known that, in response to the 
president’s leqiiost, I had spoken of 
the administration and for him on sev­ 
eral occasions in different sections of 
the country; because it was known I 
had been a staunch supporter of the 
president during his entire term of 
office; because I was known to be an 
especially ardent supporter and advo­ 
cate of the basic principles of the 
party. 
My name was presented in the 
state committee in accordance with 
custom in state and nation. 
I solic­ 
ited no man s support. 
I consented 
to act as a service to my party, not to 
gratify a personal ambition. 
In that 
respect I had none. 
"T h e charge lins since been made 
in some quarters that my selection 
was accomplished in the state com­ 
mittee by means of deception and mis­ 
representation. 
“ I do not believe it. 
So far as I 
am personally concerned, I know the 
statement to be absolutely untound- 
ed. 
Even to do the party service I 
am unwilling to serve in the face of 
such a charge 
if 
well 
founded. 
I 
therefore ask that at the committee 
meeting the charge so publicly made 
be with equal directness and publicity 
investigated; that the m ajority of the 
state committee which originally fa­ 
vored my selection may each declare 
whether or not 
his 
preference was 
based upon any statement which bore 
any color of misrepresentation or de­ 
ception. for if such be the fact I ask 
that my name be not presented to 
the convention for its temporary pre­ 
siding officer.” 


Barnes Calls on Griscom. 


The reading of the letter brought 
W illiam Barnes, Jr., of Albany, leader 
of the old guard, to his feet with the 
remark that he had read the state’ 
ment attributed to Chairman Griscom 
of the New York county committee to 
the effect that Mr. Sherm an’s selection 
at the meeting of the committee on 
Aug. 16 had been procured through 
trickery and fraud. 
Then, turning to 
the New York members, Barnes said: 
“ I suggest that if Mr. Griscom has 
any 
information 
warranting 
his 
charges against the twenty members 
of the state committee who voted for 
Mr. Sherman that he make it known 
here and now.” 
Pointing his finger at Griscom, he 
demanded to know what basis he had 
for the information given by him to 
the press. 
T h e name of Mr. Sherman was not 
known to any member of the New 
York delegation as prospective chair­ 
man of the convention in advance of 
the 
meeting,” 
said 
Mr. 
Griscom, 
speaking with emphasis. 
“ In my case 
I was not informed of the intention to 
elect him until within fifty minutes 
of the beginning of the meeting. I in­ 
formed Mr. Wadsworth that I did not 
think it wise to take such action. 
“ It had been stated in the papers 
that former President Roosevelt was 
going to the convention as a delegate, 
and I believe that the proper place 
for a former president was on the I 
platform. 
I informed Mr. Wadeworth 1 
tnat I thought the proposed action un- ! 
fair, and that if Mr. Sherm an’s name I 
were pres* nte l to the committee with 
out 
consultation 
among 
any 
large 
number of i t * rnbers I would oppose it J 
and put up the name of Colonel Roose- j 
velt. 
I also cold Mr. W ard the same , 
thing. 
“ I understood from Mr. W ard that 


President Taft approved of Mr. Slier- j 
man’s 
selection, 
which 
I 
thought 
strange, inasmuch as Mr. Taft had j 
told me but a few days before that he i 
favored 
consultation 
with 
Colonel | 
Roosevelt in ail matters pertaining to j 


the Republican party iii New 
Turk 
state. 
I have stated that the meeting 
was surrounded with deceit and it 
certainly was, so far as I was con­ 
cerned.” 
Several New York county commit­ 
teemen backed up Mr. Griscom in his 
assertion 
that W ard 
had 
indicated 
that President Taft had favored Mr. 
Sherman for the chairmanship. 
Representative Bassett then moved 
that Hie matter be laid on the table, 
but Barnes opposed the motion and 
Fa-sett withdrew it. 
Herbert Parsons 
then said: 
“ As I said, you will not fully inves­ 
tigate this m atter unless you also as­ 
certain what was said to the members 
who stayed away and if they were in­ 
formed that there was a scheme to 
beat Colonel Roosevelt.” 
Mr. Barnes jumped to his feet and 
cried: 
“ W ill anybody doubt that the selec­ 
tion of Mr. Sherman was to beat Mr. 
Roosevelt?” 
"There," rejoined Mr. Parsons. “ Mr. 
Barnes has said enough to confirm 
what Mr. Griscom has said about th** 
use of the president’s name. 
I now 
renew the motion to lay on the table." 
This motion was lost. 19 to IS. 
The motion was then carried that 
Mr. Sherm an’s selection as temporary 
chairman was made without misrep­ 
resentation.

The Interior is crowded with all the 
belongings of these shepherd warriors 
—camel 
saddles 
and 
gaudy 
saddle­ 
bags, rifles and ammunition, hunting 
dogs and falcons. 
The women occupy 
one half; tile men use the other, par­ 
titioned off by a brightly colored cur­ 
tain. 
The whole of the front of the 
tent being open, there is no privacy. 
The average tent 
measures 
twenty 
yards by six. 
The chief of the tribe, 
however, 
ow ns many tents, and he has for his 
own use one giant structure, some­ 
times spread over a length of thirty- 
six yards.
